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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE* APPOINTED 
UNDER ARTICLE 22--FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF REFUSE 


March 22, 1943. 
To the Citizens of Natick :— 


Your Committee, appointed under Article 22 of the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting of March 18, 1941, presents herewith its 
third report. 


We wish to reaffirm our previous statements, that we believe 
that there should be an organized collection of refuse in the Town 
of Natick and we refer you to our previous reports for substantiation 
of this statement. 


Since the publication of our most recent report, and the sub- 
sequent recommitment of the matter to the Committee, there has 
arisen a great deal of public sentiment for immediate action by the 
Town upon this subject. This sentiment is undoubtedly justified to 
a great extent. Due to the shortage of fuel oil, there have been many 
conversions to coal for heating purposes. Lack of transportation 
facilities make it impossible for many private individuals to dispose 
of their refuse in a proper dump location. Futhermore, the absence 
of a large number of men, who are at present in the armed forces, 
makes disposal difficult for those at home. There is also a very 
obvious increase in roadside dumps. 


In view of these facts, we respectfully submit the following 
recommendations: 


1. If the Town of Natick,)in Town Meeting assembled, sees fit 
to provide for refuse collegtion, such collection should begin July 
1, 1943. 


2. Collections to be made once in every two weeks, from suit- 
able receptacles, placed upon the sidewalks at a reasonable time 
previous to the scheduled collection. 


3. Definition of “refuse” as applied to this report: 
(a) Combustible refuse— 
Paper, cartons, boxes, wooden barrels, wood (such as 
crates, etc.), excelsior, wood furniture, bedding. 
(b) Non-combustible refuse— 
Metals, tin cans, metal furniture, glass, crockery, 
ashes. 


4. Collections to be from homes, hospitals, rest-homes, charit- 
able instjtutions, and public schools only. 


5. Collections to be made from all sections of the Town. 


6. The householder must separate combustible refuse from non- 
combustible refuse. 


Bo 


The Public Works Department of the Town of Natick shall 
assume charge of and carry out the collection and disposal of the 
refuse, as defined above. 

In order to carry out this recommendation, the Public Works 
Department should be provided with the necessary equipment, employ 
the necessary labor, take over the entire management and respon- 
sibility of the collection and disposal of the refuse. 

Refuse is to be carted to and disposed of at a Town Dump. The 
Public Works Department is to take proper care and have control 
of this dump. All citizens in Natick, having the right to use this 
dump under the direction of those in charge. 

Garbage has been handled separately in the Town of Natick for 
many years, and your Committee feels that the present method of 
disposal is satisfactory. 

It is further recommended that the Board of Public Works shall 
be authorized to formulate such rules as may be necessary for the 
efficient prosecution of the program. 

We presént the following estimate of cost for the six months, 
beginning July 1, 1943, and ending December 31, 1943:

We wish to call attention to the fact that the item for a collet 
tion truck ($5,480.00) is an initial cost and would’ not be repeated in 
subsequent annual appropriations until such time as replacement 
would be necessary. 

A fair and conservative estimate of the life of this equipment 
would be 8 to 10 years. 

We feel reasonably sure that the necessary equipment may be 
obtained in order to start the program at the time recommended. 

Your Committee feels, as the result of much study, that the pro- 
gram, as recommended in this report, would be the best solution of 
the problem for the interest of the citizens of the Town. 

We wish to thank all those public-spirited citizens and officials, 
who have helped and advised us.

There were 130 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 55 less than the previous year. Of these 53 resulted in per- 
sonal injuries which is 8 less than the previous year. 


During the year two fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in 
Natick, resulting in as many deaths, being the same as in the year 
1942, which are summarized as follows: 


On March 24, 1943, a Lieutenant Junior Grade in the United 
States Navy, age 32 years, died as a result of the automobile in which 
he was riding being struck by a truck and catching on fire on Wor- 
cester Street, in the Sunk-a-way. 


A male pedestrian, age 44 years, while walking on North Main 
Street, near Felch’s Court, at about 11.30 P. M. on the night of May 
29, 1943, was struck and killed by an automobile which did not stop 
and the operator of same did not make himself known. 


Remarks 


Because of a recent ruling of the honorable board, to the effect 
that police officers are not required to do janitor duties in the police 
building, I am recommending that a full-time competent janitor be 
appointed to properly care for the entire building and adjacent 
grounds. Compensation for this position should be sufficient to 
secure an able man who could perform all janitorial duties including 
the care of the public comfort stations which are now in a filthy and 
unsanitary condition. Also if such a man were mechanically inclined 
and familiar with the repairing of automobiles, he could keep the 
cruisers in good running condition, thus eliminating some of the 
present garage charges. Janitor service also is required in-the oper- 
ation of the stokol which was installed recently in said building on 
demand of the War Production Board to replace the oil burning 
apparatus. At the present time some of the officers have soiled and

ruined parts of their police uniforms in the process of keeping the 
stokol in running condition. 


Headquarters should, as far as possible, be under the command 
of a superior officer at all times. In order to comply with this require- 
ment, I recommend the appointment to the force of an additional 
sergeant. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
cooperated in the work of the department,

Remarks 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Central Station 


The building is in fair condition considering its age. In the past 
year half of the second floor rooms were repainted, the balance of 
these rooms should be done this year, also the walls of the apparatus 
floor should be refinished. I believe that if the balance of the attic 
was insulated it would aid the heating of the station. 


Felchville Station 


This building is now in good repair. The floor gave way this 
past year; it then became necessary to make extensive repairs; the 
floor was replaced with a cement floor and new sills were installed, 
the heater was moved to the rear of the building, an overhead door 
which was previously on the Central Station was installed and the 
inside was repainted throughout. The labor as far as possible was 
done by the permanent firemen. This building should be repainted 
outside this year. 


South Natick Station 


This station is in very poor condition throughout and I recom- 
mend that immediate steps be taken to replace this station. 
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FIRE ALARM 


The Fire Alarm Circuits were completely gone over in April and 
November, trimming out grounds, tightening wire and making all 
necessary repairs. There still is a great deal of very old and poor 
wire which should be replaced as fast as possible. 


The Fire Alarm Boxes have been tested throughout the town 
monthly by a silent test and a live test every six months. On these 
tests six faulty boxes were located and repaired showing the value of 
this practise. The Fire Alarm Boxes throughout the town are of 
several types and design, from the old interfering box to the latest 
non-interfering succession type. These obsolete boxes should be 
replaced as soon as the war restrictions are lifted. 


The West Natick circuit was rerouted and rerun with new wire 
from Pond and Cemetery Streets to Brown’s Corner and back to the 
Boulevard a total of about two miles. In view of the shortage of 
copper we were only able to obtain No. 10 hard drawn copper weld 
iron wire of a 30% conductivity—a very satisfactory wire. A new 
Box was located on this circuit at the corner of Speen and Crescent 
Streets, Box No. 621. This circuit should be continued through 
Speen Street and up Hartford Street as there is a great area with 
no Fire Alarm protection. 


The circuit loop through South Natick is now our poorest run of 
wire. There is on this line about three miles of very old iron wire 
which has caused us considerable trouble with grounds and breaks. 
If priorities can be obtained this year the greater part of this will be 
replaced. 


The batteries at the Central Station should be replaced. They 
are nine years old and show signs of weakening. I feel this may best 
be accomplished by starting this year,and dividing it over a period 
of about five years. The expense can be bourn by the regular annual 
budget. 


In the past year the obsolete Indicator at the South Natick Sta- 
tion was replaced by a Tape Machine, a more modern and positive 
means of receiving alarms. This completes the change over from 
Indicators to Tape Machines in all Stations. 


APPARATUS 


The fire apparatus in the department is in good condition with 
the exception of Engine No. 2, a Maxim 750 gallon pump built in 1922, 
now 22 years old. This truck has failed us several times in»the past 
year. It is no longer reliable and is at the present time held as a 
spare piece of apparatus. 

The tires on Combination No. 1 were replaced as they were 8 
years old and unsafe for use due to their age. The tires on Com- 
bination No. 2 should be replaced this coming year as they will be 
8 years old this year. . 

I am inserting an article in the warrant covering the purchase 
of a Chief’s car, radio-equipped to work in conjunction with the 
Police radio system. I feel this would be a much more satisfactory 
method for the Town than under the present system. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE 
The Auxiliary Fire Department has continued very faithfully 
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through the year with an enrollment now of about 60 men. All have 
had a complete course of training and a refresher course this year. 


The trailer units were located one in Nonesuch Pond area, one 
in. the Mill area, and one in West Natick area. In the event of an 
Air Raid Alarm, there is a company of from 5 to 8 men to cover 
these temporary installations. Also a company of men answer at the 
East Natick School, which is covered by a truck from the Central 
Station, and there are companies-;who answer at the Felchville, South 
Natick, and Central Stations. 


The Auxiliary Skid Units received from the O. C. D. were 
installed on the White truck, the old Ladder truck, and one on a 
trailer. 


I wish to extend to the officials of the town and the citizens of 
the town my sincere thanks for their support and cooperation they 
have extended to me while Chief of the Fire Department.

Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Board of Health, 
Natick,.Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The following summary of my work for the past year is respect- 
fully submitted. 


Contagious Disease: During the spring German measles were 
very prevalent among both children and adults, but due to the mild- 
ness of the disease and the short duration of symptoms the time lost 
from school and business was very short. Chicken pox, mumps, and 
whooping cough were reported in small numbers during the school 
terms, but no serious complications resulted in any instance. Posi- 
tive spinal culture was found in one patient and the case was reported 
as a mild spinal meningitis. 


Scarlet fever: The thirteen cases of Scarlet fever reported this 
year were mild in most instances and were quarantined the minimum 
three weeks. In one family, however, the disease was complicated by 
mastoiditis, and in another child by streptococcus-meningitis. 


Typhoid fever: One case of Para-typhoid was reported in May 

of this year, and remained a carrier throughout°the year. Another 
’ carrier, after operation, has had seven consecutive negative cultures 
out of the necessary twelve for release. 


Infantile Paralysis: Four children in our community contracted 
Infantile Paralysis this fall, and were hospitalized for many weeks. 
Two of the children have recovered and are able to attend school 
again. The other two boys are under the supervision of the Har- 
vard Infantile Paralysis Clinic and are attending Out-Patient clinic 
for the long after-care that is inevitable. 


Diphtheria: Again this year we had no cases of diphtheria 
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reported. The children immunized at our four clinics, and the treat- 
ment of a large number of others by their family physician keeps our 
percentage of protected children well within the safety zone. 


Tuberculosis: The following survey of our tuberculosis cases

Health Camp and Tuberculosis Survey. In August the Massachu- 
setts Tuberculosis League conducted a Survey here in the interest 
of a Rehabilitation Program being inaugurated in the various coun- 
ties in the State. Each case on our registry is placed in a special 
category, and when all information is tabulated it gives a clear pic- 
ture of the rehabilitation problem in each town. 


Our County Health Camp was open again this summer to a 
special group of girls between the ages of eleven. and sixteen years. 
Four Natick girls spent two months in Camp this year, the proceeds 
of the Christmas Seal Sale covering expenses for their care. 


Middlesex County Sanatorium Out-Patient Clinic: This clinic 
has given x-ray and physical examinations to twenty-one discharged 
patients during the year; nine household contacts to new cases; 12 
patients with chest pathology needing constant supervision; twenty 
new persons referred by local physicians for the diagnostic service; 
thirty-two tubercular contacts. 


Child Hygiene. Well-child Conferences were held weekly, as 
usual this year, under the direction of one of our Board of Health 
physicians. 


The total number of registrations were two hundred and eight 
infants and twenty-eight pre-school children. The largest number of 
infants were in the group from three weeks to six months, and the 
remaining group in the six months to one year. 


3abies attending our clinic receive periodic examinations by our 
attending physician, formulas are checked and supplementary diet 
recommended as needed.

I hereby submit my report as Milk and Dairy Inspector for the 
year ending December 31, 1943. 

Sixty-nine licenses to sell milk and cream in Natick were issyed 
during the year. Local dealers, 7; Outside dealers, 18; stores and 
restaurants, 44. Seven pasteurization licenses were issued and twen- 
ty-three oleomargarine licenses. 

Approximately 6,175 quarts of pasteurized milk were sold in 
Natick daily during 1943. Included in this amount was about 200 
quarts of Grade A milk, skim and butter milk. About 230 quarts of 
pasteurized cream were sold daily. 

As in previous years our main supply of milk came from dairies 
located in surrounding towns and market milk from Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 

Local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the State 
Milk Control Board. Outside dairies were inspected by their local 
inspector or by an inspector from the Milk Control Board. 

Each month samples of milk were collected from the various 
farms and milk trucks and examined in our Laboratory by our 
Chemist. 192 samples were examined during the year.

The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the year. 


During the year five persons received antirabic treatment hav- 
ing been bitten on the face or neck. In one case the dog was 
unlicensed and in another case the dog was not located. The expense 
for the treatments and vaccine in these cases was borne by the Town. 
In the other three cases the dogs were licensed and the Town reim- 
bursed by the County Treasurer’s office. 


During 1943 four hundred and three dogs were inoculated against 
rabies at the annual clinics. There were no cases of rabies reported 
during the year. 


A number of dogs were examined by me for various reasons. 
During the year seventy-one dogs were placed under quarantine for 
the regulation period of fourteen days for having bitten one or more 
persons.

Your Park Department respectfully submits the fhgring report 
of its activities for the year 1943. 


THE COMMON 


“We had a very good spring with a very dry summer but the grass 
did very well and looked as well as could be expected. We had the 
usual flower beds of zinnias, petunias, marigolds and allysum. The 
flower tubs had geraniums, petunias, vinca and ageratum which had 
to be watered quite frequently. The rock garden was renewed with 
a variety of plants. Salvias were planted around the monument and 
flag pole. New flower tubs are being made for the coming season. 


COOLIDGE PLAYGROUND 


The grounds were in first class condition for the baseball season, 
but with the shortage of help we were a little late in getting the 
loam, seed, and fertilizer on the field. The grounds need consider- 
able loam, seed, and fertilizer this coming season to get it back in 
shape after the football season.. The bleachers are still an eyesore 
to the townspeople. However, the completion of the Athletic field 
at Memorial Park would remedy this condition. As this is a very 
serious matter it should be taken care of at an early date. 


DUG POND BEACH 


The life guards appointed were Miss Eleanor Ahern, Sam Crissa- 
fulli, Ray Foster, and Thomas Morris. There was about 40 yards of | 
sand hauled on the beach in the spring. More sand had to be spread 
on the beach during the bathing season. A new raft was built for 
the young folks. The towers were also repaired. New plumbing was 
installed at the bath house by Bennett & Heard and the place put in 
good sanitary order. New floats will be needed, also anchors, for 
the coming season. No serious accidents. 


OLD TOWN PARK 


The life guards appointed were Earl Dunbar and the old reliable 
John Drew. There was 6 yards of sand hauled to the beach for the 
young folks. The grounds were kept clean by the guards. The grass 
was mowed every week. The grounds on the other side of dam was 
kept mowed and kept clean, also the old lilies were taken out of pool 
at the foot of the small falls.

Gentlemen: 


The report of the Recreational Facilities Committee for 1942 had 
as its first objective the completion of the grading and seeding of the 
football field at Memorial Park. 


Your committee has devoted most of its sessions during the past 
year to a consideration of this need and to the feasibility and desira- 
bility of developing complete layout and construction plans for the 
carrying out of the main features outlined in the remainder of the 
paragraph, namely, the erection of concrete stands including space 
for locker, shower and dressing rooms. The completion of a cinder 
running track. The construction of the baseball field, etc. 


We have been fortunate in having the advice of one who is 
experienced in preparing large turfed areas, Mr. Fermo Bianchi of 
the Department of Public Works. Also we have had the advice and 
assistance of Mr. Robert W. Beal, an architect who has built athletic 
plants in many parts of the state including Brockton and Fitchburg. 


We are now prepared to recommend the completion of the first 
step in the plan and have introduced an article in the town warrant 
for this purpose. This request includes a sum of money for engineers’ 
fees to give us necessary layout plans to tie up the new project with 
the present bathing beach and to point the way for future develop- 
ment. With these plans available the construction of the stadium 
and the completion of the recreational development can be under- 
taken whenever the financial or man power need warrants it.

The second full year of war has necessarily altered the work of 
the Planning Board. 


The Federal restrictions on building has stopped all construction 
except for essential war purposes. 


During the past year the Planning Board studied a prospective 
development and referred the developer to Mr. Sargent of the Public 
Works, principally on the problem of drainage. As yet the new 
development has not been submitted to the Planning Board. 


There has been no changes in the zoning law in the past year. 


The previous changes in the zoning law have been recorded on 
a map of the town which now shows the up-to-date boundaries of 
the zoning areas. Copies of this map will soon be available. 


The Board presented to the Town Meeting of 1943 a list of ten 
street names to be changed to avoid duplication. Of these ten, nine 
were approved by the Meeting. 


The Planning Board has purchased during the past year, “The 
Massachusetts Law of Planning and Zoning,” by Philip Nichols, a 
noted authority on these subjects. 


The Planning Board is endeavoring to cooperate with all efforts 
toward post war planning and of immediate interest is the projected 
development of Memorial Park to meet a long standing need for 
more adequate athletic and recreational facilities. 


The Planning Board continued its affiliation with the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards, which enabled it to procure the 
latest on similar activities throughout the state and statutory changes 
affecting its duties.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Natick. 


We respectfully submit herewith a report of the Activities of the 
Department of Public Welfare for the year ending December 31, 1943. 


In order that everyone may have a better understanding of the 
actual cost of maintaining this department, we have in this report 
‘broken down the figures to show the contributions of both the State 
and Federal Governments, as well as the cost to the taxpayers of 
Natick, in all divisions of relief coming under this department. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


During 1943 the cost of maintaining this division of relief con- 
tinued to decline under the influence of wartime employment condi- 
tions. 


The appropriation of twenty thousand dollars granted at the 
March Town Meeting proved sufficient to meet the needs. 


It is interesting to note that this marked a drop in cost in this 
division of twenty-four thousand dollars from the figure of forty-four 
thousand dollars that was appropriated in 1940, and it is expected at 
this time that this figure will be still further reduced in 1944 to around 
fifteen thousand dollars. 


Of the amount appropriated by you of twenty thousand dollars, 
the sum of six thousand one hundred sixty-eight dollars and fifty-one 
cents was returned to the Excess and Deficiency Fund of Natick, for 
aid rendered to persons in other cities and towns, and by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, so that the actual cost of maintaining 
this division of relief, so far as the Natick taxpayers are concerned 
was only thirteen thousand eight hundred thirty-one dollars and 
forty-nine cents, for the year. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


While it was expected at the beginning of the year that there 
would be a marked reduction in the cost of maintaining this division 
of relief, due to the fact that so many women were being employed 
in war plants, our figures for the year show that this reduction did 
not materialize. This was due to the fact that in many instances, 
mothers with fatherless children preferred to remain at home with 
them, and live on the allotments paid to them rather than seek the 
bigger money offered in war plants. 


The intent of this law was and still is to keep such mothers at 
home with their children and certainly they deserve some degree of 
credit for so doing. 


The sum of twenty thousand dollars was appropriated at the 
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March Town Meeting to maintain this division. To this figure the 
Federal Government contributed as its share the sum of six thousand, 
seven hundred seventy-one dollars and thirty-seven cents. We 
received towards the cost of administration of Aid to Dependent 
Children from the Federal Government as its share of this expense, 
the sum of one thousand three hundred fifty-eight dollars and ninety- 
one cents, of which sum, seven hundred seventy-two dollars and five 
cents was reappropriated during the year making a total expenditure 
of twenty-seven thousand, five hufdred forty-three dollars and forty- 
two cents. 


The State returned to the Excess and Deficiency Fund of Natick, 
the sum of ten thousand, four hundred fifty-four dollars and thirty- 
four cents, so that the actual cost to the taxpayers of Natick of main- 
taining this division amounted to nine thousand, five hundred forty- 
five dollars and sixty cents, for the entire year. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


As was expected the cost of maintaining this division during the 
year continued to increase. 


This was not due to any large increase in the number of cases 
but instead to the rapidly increasing cost of living, which necessi- 
tated increasing the amounts of allotments, in practically all cases. 


On September 8 a new law became effective making it mandatory 
that in all cases recipients of Old Age Assistance be granted amounts 
in accordance with the State Standard Budget. 


This new law did not make a great deal of difference because we 
had for some time been using the State Standard Budget as a yard- 
stick in granting allotments, but it eliminates to a large degree the 
claim being made by any recipient in the future that they are being 
discriminated against, in the event that there is in power a Board 
politically inclined rather than one interested in the security of all. 


At the March Town Meeting the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
was appropriated to maintain this division. Later in the year at 
another Town Meeting the sum of twenty-three thousand, five hun- 
dred eighty-seven dollars and forty cents was appropriated from the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund of Natick. 


We received towards the cost of administration of Old Age 
Assistance from the Federal Government as its share the sum of two 
thousand, one hundred ninety-four dollars and fifty-six cents. Of 
this sum two thousand, one hundred fifty-seven dollars and seventy-’ 
seven cents was reappropriated. 


The Federal Government contributed as its share toward main- 
taining this division the sum of sixty-one thousand, eight hundred 
seventy-six dollars and fifty cents, making a total expenditure of one 
hundred forty-four thousand, four hundred ten dollars ninety-three 
cents, for Old Age Assistance during 1943. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts returned to the Excess 
and Deficiency Fund of Natick the sum of fifty-two thousand, five 
‘hundred four dollars and fifty-two cents as its share of this expense, 
so that the actual cost of Old Age Assistance so far as the taxpayers 
of Natick are concerned was twenty-one thousand, eighty-two dollars 
and eighty-two cents. 
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When it is considered the great amount of good that this money 
does in the way of allowing a degree of independence to our aged 
citizens, this sum is really insignificant. 

It has always been the policy of this Board to see to it that the 
needs of all those that must seek our assistance are properly attended 
to and that those that pay the bills, the taxpayers received the 
greatest returns possible per dollar expended. 

Your Welfare Board members wish at this time to thank every- 
one that in any way assisted us during the year, both in and out of 
public office. We wish to thank also the Leonard Morse Hospital 
and the members of the Clergy of all faiths.

Gentlemen: 


I wish to report the planting of fifty Norway Maples in and 
around the center of the town. These were put in vacancies caused 
by the hurricane. We have more heeled in to be planted this Spring 
and Fall. 


Much time was spent on the stately Elms of West Central Street. 
Over a period of time they had developed cavities which the ants 
had taken advantage of. These cavities have now been cut out, or 
closed, and (we hope) will keep these old citizens with us for many 
a year. 


The Dutch Elm Disease, which is still a serious threat, has not 
traveled as fast as was expected, being still confined to a few towns 
in the western part of the State. We do know that our common 
enemy, the Elm Beetle, is a carrier, and that any dead limbs either 
in the tree or on the ground are a breeding spot and should be cut 
down, picked up and burned.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


. The Morse Institute was dedicated by a public service on Christ- 
mas Day, 1873, and was officially opened as a Library and Reading 
Room on January Ist, 1874. It has therefore just completed its 
seventieth year of service to “all the inhabitants of Natick.” 


The staff in 1874 consisted of two Librarians and the Library was 
not open evenings. There were 7,800 books in the circulating and 
reference departments, and the circulation the first year was 26,786. 


The Morse Institute now has seven regular Librarians and two 
or three who give part time. We have 56,402 books on our shelves 
and the reading rooms afford eightysix magazines, periodicals and 
newspapers. 


The circulation in 1943 at the Main Library and three Branches 
was 145,254. This growth and development of usefulness to the 
people of Natick is a great tribute to the foresight of Mary Ann 
Morse who bequeathed her entire estate to establish the Morse 
‘Institute, and to the voters of Natick who by their generous appro- 
priations for its maintenance. have enabled the Trustees thus to 
extend its influence and helpfulness. 


The activities of the Library for the past year are fully set forth 
in the report of our Librarian, Mrs. Ada C. Adams, and it is pre- 
sented herewith by the Trustees as the official statement of service 
to the Town. 


Whatever the Library has achieved of value to the Town is due 
in very large measure to the faithful and efficient stewardship of 
Mrs. Adams and her assistants. 


The Trustees would express appreciation and thanks for the gift 
of $200 from the Walnut Hill School and of $10 from the Natick 
Fund of the Salvation Army, of which Mr. Frank M. Bishop was 
Treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


With the end of 1943 the second year of our participation in this 
greatest of all wars has ended. We, on the home front, have suffered 
only minor inconveniences. Libraries could carry on their regular 
schedules of work, but have waited, and must still wait patiently, for 
the freshening that paint and small repairs give our rooms in normal 
times. But we shut our eyes to such deficiencies, and are grateful 
that we can still be of use to those who need us. 


We rather expected that this past year would bring us a shortage 
of books due to lack of paper. Instead, we are getting books put up 
in smaller form. The publishers are conserving paper by using 
smaller margins and different type. There is no doubt that such 
books are a little harder on eyes, but while there is a war there will 
probably be no protest. The older people will simply pass such books 
by. 


There has been a rising wave of books on post war conditions 
and planning. It reflects a determination that this time we shall not 
lose the peace. Of course books still pour in from war correspond- 
ents and from personal participants in the various actions at the 
front. All three groups of books have been popular this year in con- 
trast to 1941 and ’42 when so many people refused to think at all of 
post-war problems “until the war is over.” But newspapers, radios 
and books have finally persuaded us all that the old adage, “In time 
of peace prepare for war,” is just as true the other way round, “In 
time of war prepare for peace.” 


The Library has added not only books, but pamphlets on post 
war planning, so that all who are interested in the various fields— 
politics, food, vocations, etc., may find the information for which 
they are looking. ) 


There is another class of books that is called for by the parents 
and wives of those who are in the service—books about the countries 
to which their men have gone, or to which they may go, and books 
about our West and South because that is where so many of the boys 
are training. We have put real effort and thought into fitting the 
books where we knew that they were particularly needed. It is just 
one way of helping the home morale. 


There has not seemed lately to be as much call for technical 
books, probably because the boys who were interested have gone, and 
the younger boys have not grown up to such subjects. 


We have been saddened by the absence of so many of our young 
people; but we are looking forward to the time when they will return 
and we can do our share to serve them in their adjustment to civilian 
life. 


For many libraries the year of 1943 has, in common with most 
schools and universities, meant a change in personnel. Until the last 
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of November we felt that the Morse Institute was in no such danger. 
But then, as a bolt from the blue, came Miss Loomer’s announcement 
that she had accepted a position as librarian in the Wellesley High 
school and would like to leave us by the eleventh of December. 


It was short notice but thanks to Mrs. Frye and Mrs. Burleigh 
we were able to meet the challenge.. Mrs. Frye, Miss Loomer’s able 
assistant has been stepped up to the position of children’s librarian; 
and Mrs. Dorothy Burleigh, who for ten years was a Girl Scout 
leader and for six years taught in nursery school, is acting as assistant 
to Mrs. Frye. 


Miss Loomer had been with us since the spring of 1926, so the 
change was almost as much of a wrench to her as it was to her 
associates. 


During the first week in November the Sophomore class from 
the High School came as usual for instruction. There were fourteen 
divisions this year, which made rather a busy week for us. The time 
allowed for each division is so short, that we do not have the satis- 
faction of feeling that we have taught the young people much about 
library procedure. We still hope that some day the school authorities 
may be able to allot us a little more time. 


As the rate of employment continues to go up, and more and 
more of our young people leave for military duty our circulation 
necessarily falls. The same report comes from all over the country. 


Because of the schools the reference room is as busy as ever, 
We have just added the new edition of the Encyclopedia Americana 
to our collection. The tremendous advances in science and the prog- 
ress of the war made a new encyclopedia almost obligatory. 


The Victory Book Campaign was officially ended in December. 
Of the 1,048 volumes sent out by our library, 828 were sent, as 
ordered, to the New England Deposit Library, 220 went to Camp 
Framingham and we also lent the camp for the “duration” two 
encyclopedias. Mrs. Arthur Ramsdell has given of her time and her 
knowledge of books, in the sorting of this year’s collection as she did 
in 1942. Although it will be no longer the Victory Book Campaign, 
libraires are requested to accept any books sent in and to see that 
they are shipped to acceptable points. The need for books does not 
end with the first supply. We shall have to keep sending for the 
“duration.” 


It seems strange now to realize that at the beginning of the year 
there was a possibility of enemy air raids and that the library was 
officially designated as an air raid shelter by the committee of Public 
Safety. ! 


The Red Cross is still using our Trustees’ Room for sewing and 
the storage room for cutting out garments—also for storage until such 
time as the boxes are ready to be shipped. 


The report of the Children’s Librarian follows: 


“The most outstanding activity of the year in our Young People’s 
Library was the Army and Navy contest. It proved such a boon to 
our circulation that it might bear explanation. Flags representing 
the United Nations were mounted on twenty-seven sheets of paper 
and placed around the room. As a child returned a book his name 
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was written under a flag until at least his name was under the flag 
of the United States, with his twenty-seventh book. 


“Each child also had a seven inch strip of red, white and blue 
ribbon placed on the bulletin board with his name attached. Every 
two books he read placed a star on this ribbon and he was raised a 
rank in the army or navy whichever he had chosen. To simplify mat- 
ters we used only 13 ditferent ranks therefore when a child received 
thirteen $tars he would be a general or admiral with his name under 
the flag of his own country. This latter part of the contest created 
the greatest excitement and much rivalry developed. When filled the 
ribbons were given to the owners. Over four hundred children par- 
ticipated. The results went beyond our expectations. We gained 
new readers, regained many of our old readers and felt the outcome 
well worth the effort.” 


In the fall all of the grade schools were visited by Miss Loomer 
and Mrs. Frye in preparation for Book Week. Weekly visits to the 
Junior High continue as well as the Tuesday Story Hour. Books are 
also sent at regular intervals to the grade schools. Girl Scout classes 
were conducted by Miss Loomer over a period of three months. 


There is also the report of the branches: 


This year, although the branches show a decrease of 1,333, the 
East Natick Branch has an increase of 693. The loss in the other 
branches seems to be due to a shift in the population of war workers. 
Many have found it necessary to live elsewhere. 


The East Natick branch now has a desk with plenty of room for 
a lamp and books. 

For the winter the West Natick branch is closed at six instead 
of eight o'clock due to lack of patronage in the evening.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


Your School Committee submits for your consideration a report 
for the year 1943. ; 


The detailed report of the Superintendent of Schools, which fol- 
lows, has been approved by the Committee and is incorporated as a 
part of this. As a resumé of the educational objectives and the dif- 
ficulties to be overcome in running a school system in war time, it is 
deserving of the attention of everyone interested in the future citi- 
zens who are to help rebuild the peacetime world, particularly our 
little part of it. 


There have been many changes in the various courses of study, 
particularly in the junior and senior high schools. This has been 
necessary in order to prepare our pupils soon to graduate to meet 
conditions which now prevail.- Emphasis is being placed upon those 
studies having the most practical value for use in the present emer- 
gency—somewhat to the neglect, we must regretfully say, of what is 
known as classical education—which probably will not come back to 
its proper place in secondary education or in college until peace 
returns. 


It has been found increasingly difficult to keep the scholastic 
interest of juniors and seniors in the high school, especially that of 
the boys. However, by stressing studies having the definite aim of 
preparing them for the various armed services, we have endeavored 
to keep their interest until graduation or until they might be qualified 
for a diploma. The spirit of unrest natural to that age group in war 
time is prevalent and we have tried to direct it along sane lines and 
toward an end that might prove to be the most beneficial to the 
individual. 


The matter of retaining and engaging personnel in the teaching 
staff is one of great concern. We have lost several teachers to the 
Armed Services of our country including the principal of the senior 
high school, and the end evidently is not yet in sight. So far we have 
been fortunate in engaging teachers to fill vacancies thus created, 
but this becomes more and more difficult as time goes on. The type 
and quality of teachers for our young people is of the gravest import- 
ance not only for the present but for the future. It is now that train- 
ing and education are being absorbed by those who are to follow us 
and it is our duty to see that they are not handicapped for the work 
before them, but are equipped to meet their tasks when the time 
comes. That is the job of the public schools. 


Our school buildings are not as modern as they should be com- 
pared with those of other towns of the same size. We have a good 
junior high school capable of taking care of anticipated enrollment 
for some years to come. The senior high school is well equipped for 
study and classrooms, but there is a serious lack of room for an 
adequate gymnasium with the necessary equipment and_ seating 
capacity to take care of audiences at exhibitions and games as well 
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as the lack of necessary shower bath and locker room facilities. 
Something to have in mind for after war planning is the acquisition 
of land adjoining the senior high school on which to build a modern 
gymnasium thereby relieving room in the present building for the 
installation of machines and other equipment necessary for the teach- 
ing of shop work and manual arts. At the present time it is neces- 
sary to send our young people who desire and are fitted for this type 
of training to other towns or cities so equipped and at an expense of 
several thousand dollars a year in normal times. 


We have only two really up-to-date elementary schools. Three 
others are what might be called passable. The other four are very 
old, have long since been out-dated, and their upkeep is a continual 
expense to the town. The time is coming when they will have to be 
replaced by adequate modern buildings if Natick is to give the 
younger generation what is their right in the way of educational 
preparation for later years. Whether to acquire a suitable site for 
a centrally located single building or whether to replace one or two 
of the present buildings on the present sites is something to be seri- 
ously considered. A survey of the whole school building situation 
should be made by a competent committee which will have the 
responsibility of reporting definite recommendations for the vote of 
the town. We urgently recommend immediate action on this matter 
by the appointment of such a committee to work in conjunction with 
the School Committee so that there may be no delay when the time 
is right. In the meantime your School Committee has tried to main- 
tain these old buildings at a minimum of expense for repairs, as it 
seems a waste of money to expend more than is absolutely necessary 
to keep them in usable condition. 


We earnestly wish to bring to the attention of all citizens of the 
town the need for an adequate playing and athletic field. A compari- 
‘son with our neighbors in this respect cannot fail to impress one with 
our lack of facilities. As described in more detail in the Superin- 
tendent’s report we are tremendously handicapped by this lack and 
such need should take the form of another project for the near future. 
We need a modern layout with locker building and seating facilities 
of a permanent nature that will more than justify the first installa- 
tion expense by the saving in repairs over the years. 


In closing we wish to express the gratitude of the Committee for 
the fine cooperation given by the entire school personnel. Despite 
difficulties of administration, extra-curricular work, added courses and 
many unusual and unprecedented problems they have carried on with 
enthusiasm in a way that is a credit to the teaching profession.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
NATICK, MASSACHUSETTS 
1943 


To the School Committee: 


My second annual report as Superintendent of Schools of the 
town of Natick is hereby submitted for your consideration. 


Introductory 


The public schools are attempting to present to all the children 
of all the people in Natick definite educational opportunity, to help 
cerain adults in their efforts to become American citizens, and to 
cooperate fully with character building and social welfare agencies. 
The schools are attempting. to train pupils to think clearly about 
social problents, to be tolerant of the opinion of others, and to pro- 
mote fair play and honesty. In its endeavor, the School Department 
recognizes that great individual differences exist among the more 
than twenty three hundred pupils enrolled and that provision must 
be made for each child to grow at his own rate of development, thus 
enabling him to live a wholesome and effective life. 


The curriculum of a school system should contain the regular 
fundamental skills which are essential for each individual who par- 
ticipates in socio-economic affairs. Emotional and physical needs 
must be recognized and, particularly now, the many needs of our 
government in its present vast and just undertaking. Such a curricu- 
lum must continually be in the process of development and should 
be guided by the needs and interests of the child. 


With these principles in mind the following report which incor- 
porates reports of the different departments throughout ake school 
system is offered as evidence of a year of progress. 


Establishment of Kindergarten 


For many years the town of Natick was fortunate, with the help 
of the federal government, in having a nursery school as part of its 
educational program. This school, although sponsored by the Federal 
Government, was under the supervision of the School Department. 
Last Spring, however, due to the elimination of the Works Progress 
Administration project, it was found necessary to abolish the nursery 
school after a few experimental weeks of self-sufficiency. In the 
meantime, more funds became available from the Federal Govern- 
ment, as a result of the Lanham Act, to help maintain centers for the 
care of children of working mothers. In some parts of our country 
the demand of labor was so great that practically all adults were 
needed to help in the war effort, and as a result many children were 
left without supervision until the establishment of these centers. 
After a somewhat exhaustive study of the existing need in our local- 
ity for child care centers, and presentation of facts at a combined 
meeting of representatives of the Finance Board, Selectmen, and 
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School Committee, it was unanimously agreed that there was no justi- 
fication for the expenditure of a sum of money for this purpose by 
the town at present, an amount which must have been equal to the 
Federal grant. 


This fall, as a result of an appropriation granted at the annual 
Town Meeting last March, the School Department sponsored the 
establishment of a public school. kindergarten or pre-primary school 
which at present consists of four units located respectively at the 
Bacon, East Natick, Eliot, and Oak Grove Schools. The main objec- 
tive of pre-primary teaching isto help youngsters prepare themselves 
for grade one, to become an integral part of our educational system. 
The child’s day in school should consist of a succession of worth- 
while experiences which tend to lead eventually to an over-all maxi- 
mum growth. The pre-primary teacher attempts to bring about such 
pupil-adjustment as to develop desirable attitudes toward classmates, 
teachers, and the school, to evolve responsiveness and good work 
habits, to refine new patterns of behavior and to learn as many of 
the social and ethical ideals of our race as his age level will permit. 


It is the sincere hope of the administration that these pre- 
primary units will continue to be well patronized and that possibly 
two or more additional units may be eventually established for the 
betterment of the education of our youth. 


Elementary Schools 


At the age of five years and eight months on or before Septem- 
ber one.of the entrance year, all children in Natick may be admitted 
to the first grade of the public school system. On the day of entrance 
an entirely new world is placed before each child. There is the 
association with many youngsters of different ages; there are many 
new games to play, new tasks to perform, and the necessary adjust- 
ment to the routine of the regular school day. Next year, due to the 
establishment of kindergartens, many children will have had general 
pre-school training which enables them to bridge that gap between 
being a non-member and being a member of the first grade in a 
public school system. 


In the primary grades children in general are found to be con- 
tent to be imitators, but in the intermediate grades a vast change 
takes place. The child begins to notice how the results of his efforts 
compare with those of other pupils; he endeavors to better his work; 
he is no longer an imitator in the true sense of the word but has 
become somewhat of an individualist. It is at this time that the child 
tends to disregard instructions and that more attention must be given 
to the problem of discipline. 


However, as in the past, the personnel of our elementary schools 
consists of teachers thoroughly trained in the art of dealing with 
children, teachers having actual knowledge of subject matter, of edu- 
cational theory, and all these teachers have had actual experience in 
practice teaching and full time pedagogy. At present committees are 
at work improving the courses of study and making a survey of new 
texts with the thought in mind of eventually supplanting old editions, 
which are still in use. A uniform system of reading has been estab- 
lished throughout the grades with a program of pre-reading activities 
for the kindergarten. From recent observation and reports this 
system has many possibilities, and it is felt that satisfactory results 
will be forthcoming in the near future. Much attention is being 
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given in all grades to safety and health as well as related physical 
education activities. 


Those pupils in the elementary grades who need a more thor- 
ough knowledge of basic fundamentals in arithmetic or reading are 
helped by a special helping teacher who visits each school at regular 
intervals. As very promising results have been obtained, there is no 
question that such a program is of great value. 


Junior High School 


The junior high schools of our country today find themselves in 
an especially important and perhaps envious position among educa- 
tional institutions, especially important because during this period of 
national crisis and general world chaos, the adolescent youth under 
their instructive and directive care need, as never before, training and 
carefully planned guidance in the social and ethical ideals of our race, 
enviable because within the scope of the junior high school may be 
the possible solution to the increasing problem of juvenile delinquen- 
cy. Evolved as a result of extensive educational study and research 
and established as an intermediate between the elementary and 
secondary school, the junior high school now must share more than 
ever in the responsibility of the special moral, social, biological, and 
psychological needs of youth, for it is between the ages of approxi- 
mately twelve and fifteen years that youth requires much considera- 
tion. It is true that junior high schools on the whole, since their 
very beginning, have accomplished much with the youth under their 
supervision; but in these days of available work, high wages, working 
parents, and of children of all ages who must more or less shift for 
themselves after school hours, there is need for more than just 
ordinary attention. Our junior high school with its range of facilities, 
up-to-date curriculum, and well-trained teachers, offers excellent 
opportunity for the youth of our town. During the past year some 
adjustments in keeping with the times have been necessary and some 
suggestions for future consideration have been made. Extracts from 
the report of the junior high school principal are quoted below. 


“Reading is the most important subject in the curriculum. Ability 
to read has a greater influence on school success than any other fac- 
tor. With this in mind and not being satisfied with results shown by 
our testing program, a course we may call developmental reading has 
been introduced. This course pre-supposes that every pupil can 
improve in reading. It goes much beyond the remedial work we have 
been doing with our slow readers. It is an attempt to teach the 
fundamental skills of reading, particularly knowledge of word mean- 
ing, ability to find main ideas, visualization of what is read, grasp of 
- organization, ability to see details that support the main ideas, 
improvement in rate of reading selections. Two periods per week are 
given to this work for all seventh grade pupils for the entire school 
year. 


“A second change in our program of studies is from Business 
English to General Business Studies. This subject is of a more 
elementary nature and closely allied with Business Arithmetic. 
Included in this course are business communications including the 
writing of letters, the use of the telephone, telegraph and filing 
devices, a study of the budgets and records of individuals, families 
and organizations, and a discussion of business vocations and the 
securing of a position. 
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“Due to the availability of surplus commodities we have been 
able to increase our service in the cafeteria without increasing prices. 
We are now serving more pupils than ever before. This is due in a 
measure to the difficulty parents have had in obtaining butter and 
meat for lunches. It has been easier to give the child money and 
have him buy his lunch at the junior high where no ration stamps 
are required. Our daily receipts are much in excess of those of a 
year ago. This does not represent a gain in net income because food 
prices have advanced while our prices have remained as they were. 
We appear to be well taken care of for this year with supplies now 
on hand and available. In another year we must be prepared for 
some readjustments.” 


Senior High School 


Senior high schools throughout our state and nation have experi- 
enced during the past year some necessary changes in curriculum as 
well as some change in the emphasis of certain phases of subject 
matter. These changes have been in part the result of the increased 
importance of our senior high schools as definite significant units in 
the advancement of our nation’s position in world affairs. In recent 
years, due to the fact that youth has been required to stay in school 
longer than before, these schools have had the problem of the final 
preparation and training of the majority of our youth for worthwhile 
peacetime living, but now suddenly added to this is the responsibility 
of aiding our government in fulfilling its demand for scientifically 
prepared and physically fit young men and women for war time jobs 
and for the armed forces. This has meant general reorganization of 
subject matter, particularly in the fields of science and mathematics, 
of physical education and of guidance. It has meant, at the same 
time, the maintenance of standards so all important for true Ameri- 
can citizenship, for industry, higher education, and general welfare. 
In considering and in adopting various changes, school officials have 
endeavored to bear in mind constantly that some day, probably not 
too far in the future, this great world struggle will be over, and we 
will return to a normal way of living once again, a life changed to 
some extent by general conditions and the advancement of science 
but one nevertheless more highly valued as a result of the world’s 
costly experience. Excerpts from the report of the acting principal 
of the senior high school are stated below. 


“This fall we have commenced three full-time pre-induction 
courses recommended by the War Department in Fundamentals of 
Machines, Fundamentals of Electricity, and Fundamentals of Auto- 
motive Mechanics. These courses are offered to juniors and seniors, 
and it is gratifying to note that there is marked seriousness and 
application on the part of the students enrolled in these as well as in 
the pre-induction courses begun last year. 


“One of the first appeals made by the Army and Navy to sec- 
ondary schools was for the teaching of more mathematics. We have 
attempted to meet this demand by advising all qualified College 
Course boys to elect advanced college courses, by insisting that junior 
and senior boys not enrolled in college mathematics classes enroll in 
the Vocational Mathematics courses, and by requiring that all Busi- 
ness Studies and Bookkeeping pupils be given a course in Fundamen- 
tals of Arithmetic. In this way it is hoped that no boy will go 
through school without having taken courses in mathematics com- 
mensurate with his ability. 
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“In April and November we gave the Army-Navy College Quali- 
fying Tests. These tests cover problems in Mathematics, Science 
(particularly Physics), Vocabulary, and Comprehension. If a pupil 
chooses his course well and elects a course in Mathematics and 
Science each year, he should be able to pass these tests even though 
he has not taken a College Course. Our Science courses have been 
revised so that the more important subject matter is stressed, and 
the pupil is taught as much basic material as he can absorb—emphasis 
being placed on complete mastery of fundamental principles. 


“In accordance with the desires of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education we are participating in the Pupil War Inventory 
Plan and have prepared an “inventory” of the activities of each boy 
in the senior class. This inventory consists of a report on all of his 
activities both in and outside of school, including physical achieve- 
ment and defects, school marks, interests and hobbies, previous 
employment record, plans for the future both in war and in peace 
times, attendance, and citizenship records. A copy of this inventory 
is taken to the Induction Center at the time of induction to aid the 
officials in classifying the recruit. It will also be used by the school 
in guidance work. After the inventory is completed, each boy is 
interviewed, and an effort is*made to aid him in carrying out his 
plans for further education or to aid him in getting into that branch 
of the military service which he prefers or for which he is best 
qualified.” 


Art Department 


Drawing, free hand and mechanical, art in many phases is avail- 
able to all pupils in our public schools. Enrollment in various art 
classes has declined somewhat due to the increased emphasis on cer- 
tain specified war induction courses. However, much credit is due 
this department, undermanned so to speak, at present, for the fine 
cooperative effort it has shown in helping various organizations in 
the school and throughout the town in fulfilling their objectives rela- 
tive to various aspects of the war effort. It would be practically 
impossible to list here the names of all the projects and affairs of 
different organizations that this department has attempted to help 
during the course of the year. 


The art supervisor reports that in the lower elementary grades, 
since the beginning of the school year, much time has been spent in 
laying the foundation for general art expression and appreciation and 
that this must be accomplished by a solid background first of funda- 
mental principles. As we investigate the general outline of art pro- 
cedure through the grades, we find such phases as color, representa- 
tion, design, free hand cutting, modeling, construction, lettering, per- 
spective, water color, composition, and crafts gradually developing 
into the more complicated forms of art appreciation, expression, and 
technique found in the secondary grades. 

The aim of the art department is “to train the hands and the 
eyes, to stimulate thought and imagination, thus giving the child an 
appreciation which will advantageously influence him in his every day 
life.” 

Art work offers expression as a means of developing personality, 
and interest in art is a great aid to the individual in the proper use 
of leisure time. 
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Music Department 


The report of the supervisor of music this year covers the instru- 
mental and vocal work of this department as it is carried on throug- 
out our school system. 


Under the instrumental division we find that work done here 
“entails the instruction of beginning students on band and orchestral 
instruments, and the direction of the junior high school orchestra. A 
new assignment this year is the task of continuing the development 
of the cadet band started two years ago by the department. The 
instrumental classes are of good size, and the cadet band can be 
expected to make some parade appearances during the spring season. 
The. high school instrumental group is comprised of the orchestra 
and band, both of which are making favorable progress.” 


The vocal program of this department “is carried on by the grade 
teachers under the directed planning of the department head.” 


In the junior high school, vocal instruction is given two periods 
a week in each seventh grade and one period per week in each eighth 
grade. The high school vocal work consists of a girls’ glee club. 
The boys’ glee club in the high school had to be dropped because of 
scheduling difficulties resulting from special emphasis on suggested 
courses relating to the war effort. The school band has been devel- 
oped into an excellent working unit which has received much com- 
mendation. Such a well trained, hard-working, colorful unit made up 
of seriously interested youngsters is an asset to any. community. 


Appreciation of the fine work done in this department as well as 
its willing participation in many patriotic activities has been 
expressed not only in the school system itself but by the many fav- 
orable comments from the townspeople. This, with the communica- 
tions received from musical authorities in various communities, surely 
is evidence of the successful progress that has been made in the field 
of music. 


Physical Education Department 


The continued fine cooperation of teachers in the elementary 
schools has definitely aided our physical education program. The 
general procedure has consisted, in part, of health examinations, cor- 
recting, testing, and conditioning programs, along with activity in 
various skills, rhythmic activities, games, general recreation, and a 
program throughout the year of intramural participation. 


The same general procedure has been followed throughout the 
seventh, eighth, and ninth grades of the junior high school with more 
emphasis, however, upon the development of accepted routines and 
good postural habits, upon personal responsibility for good health, 
upon correction of physical defects and deficiencies, including nutri- 
tional deficiencies, as well as practical knowledge of the physiology 
of the body.: Physical education in the high school is particularly 
interested at the present time in helping the individual pupil prepare 
himself better for induction into the service of his country. It is true 
that a few of our boys and many of our girls may perhaps never be- 
come members of the armed forces, but the type of training that 
these individuals are receiving is certainly beneficial. 


This department has been continually working on, several phases 
of physical education that should increase its efficiency. Various 
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tests in “Coordination”, “Agility”, “Balance”, and “Strength” have 
been given all sixth grade boys. A series of skill tests have been 
given during the fall and will be given during the winter and spring 
in the junior high physical education classes, and a series of skill and 
strength tests are given at particular periods throughout the year 
for the high school boys. These tests: will be used as a basis for a 
check-up on improvement and classification into classes according to 
ability. The planned availability of complete, continuous records of 
each individual boy and girl will help improve the work in this 
department. 


There are other phases of physical education that the department 
has planned to improve, and with progress in the future as exten- 
sively successful as in the past year, favorable results will continue. 


Athletics 


The faculty manager of athletics in the Senior High School 
reports that the athletic equipment owned by the Natick High School 
Athletic Association represents a substantial investment and that its 
value far exceeds that of many other schools of comparable size. 
This equipment is in excellent conditiom and affords the boys partici- 
pating the very best in the way of protection, durability, and appear- 
ance. For the first time the football team has two complete sets of 
game uniforms. The baseball team has new uniforms, while the bas- 
ketball and hockey teams are completely outfitted. 


“While our personal equipment is the equal of most schools in 
the state, our playing field, practice field, and seating capacity are 
among the very poorest. The athletic association of the high school 
has spent well over a thousand dollars in the past six years in an 
endeavor to keep the bleachers, property of the town, usable. Today 
those bleachers are almost beyond further repair. Unless an enthused 
citizenry takes measures to do something about its physical education 
parks and playgrounds, our progress in this respect will soon have 
receded many years.” 


The athletic association requires all candidates for all teams to 
pass a thorough physical examination given by our doctor before 
they are allowed to participate. An injury which occurs at any time 
during a particular season must be reported at once; and the boy, as 
a result, must remain on the inactive list until the doctor ‘permits him 
to participate again in a particular activity. 


“For some years now those participating in high school athletics 
have been awarded letters, certificates, and jackets.. The latter are 
given to senior boys who have earned a letter in any sport. During 
the past two years the cost of these has mounted steadily until now 
we find the yearly expenditure for jackets more than double. Funds 
for this purpose are raised by means of a dance in the fall and an 
entertainment in the spring. 


“Our athletic relations with neighboring and competing towns 
have been praiseworthy. The congenial manner with which adminis- 
trators, faculty advisors, coaches, and players have solved their 
respective problems has been enviable. 


“Tt must not be construed from this splendid understanding and 
mutual appreciation that our boys have suffered any lessening of the 
will to win. A glance at the records of the teams in the year 1943 
will show that the Natick lads are not only gentlemen but superior 
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athletes as well. The basketball team won ten out of eleven games 
played in the regular schedule—receiving an invitation to play in the 
Tech Tourney as a result of their superior play. The hockey team 
finished second in the Eastern Massachusetts League—winning six 
games, losing three, and tying one. In baseball the record was six 
wins and six losses. The football team finished the year in champion- 
ship fashion with a record of eight wins, one defeat, and one tie, 
climaxing the season with a thrilling victory over undefeated Fram- 
ingham. While we in education dé not overemphasize victories, these 
performances by our boys do show that they are physically and men- 
tally able to take their places in a world so greatly in need of strong, 
intelligent, resourceful man power.” 


The financial condition of the Athletic Association is very satis- 
factory. It was anticipated that the many Natick supporters now 
away from home in the service of our country would cause a serious 
decline in receipts. However, the report of the treasurer of the 
Athletic Association will show that this has been one of our best 
financial years. 


School Attendance 


During the year, considering the severe winter and resultant con- 
ditions, as well as general unrest due to world affairs, the attendance 
record for our entire school system seems to have been maintained 
on a fairly high plane. Statistics relating to membership and attend- 
ance follow.

Health Department 


Health education holds a very important part in the preparation 
of our youth in our school system from kindergarten through the 
twelfth grade. At this time particular attention is paid to the general 
preparation of pupils in the senior high school for immediate induc- 
tion into the military and civilian war services. However, even with 
this new emphasis, the regular standards of health education have 
been maintained throughout all grades. The school nurse visits all 
schools at regular intervals and maintains office hours in both the 
junior and senior high schools. Office hours are also maintained by 
the school doctors at the senior high school. 


It should be noted that any child who has been absent for three 
days or more must obtain a certificate from the doctor or nurse 
before he may be admitted to school and that any child who has had 
a communicable disease must obtain a release card from the Board 
of Health or the family physician before he may be admitted to 
school. 


During the past year the School Health Department has, with 
the aid of other organizations, sponsored a dental clinic where five 
hundred and ninety-one children have been in attendance and one 
thousand and forty-seven operations have been performed; a tuber- 
culosis clinic where four hundred and forty-five children were exam- 
ined; a diphtheria clinic where one hundred and eighty-nine children 
were inoculated. In the’ annual “Summer Round-up” clinic, fifty- 
nine children were checked for entrance into the first grade. The 
tonsil and adenoid clinic cared for fifteen children, and four young- 
sters were sent to summer camps. 


War Activities 


During the past year practically everyone has participated in war 
activities of one kind or another. It seems fitting at this time to 
mention some of the numerous ways in which teachers and students, 
in fact the entire personnel of the school department, have aided in 
our country’s war effort. 


For some time teachers and administrators have taken an active 
part in the entire Civilian Defense organization, such as the Auxiliary 
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Police Unit, Air Raid Wardens, Motor Corps, Canteen, Auxiliary 
Firemen, and other various groups. Pupils and teachers have helped 
not only financially but have actively participated in the general 
organization and conducting of various drives including the Red 
Cross, Salvation Army, Boy and Girl Scouts, Servicemen’s Bank Book 
Fund, Community Fund Drives, and others. Recently, hundreds of 
scrap books have been artistically developed to bring cheer to the 
many wounded soldiers recuperating in hospitals. The issuance of | 
war ration pamphlets and books at various times during the year was 
carried on by the entire school personnel; a few volunteers, includ- 
ing some substitute teachers, very willingly helped in this procedure. 
The children of the various schools helped extensively in the scrap 
drives which included the collection of metals, fats, and paper. All 
schools aided in the collection of clothing for the needy. This col- 
lection took place on “Bundle Day,” and many pounds of clothing 
were sent to aid both American and Allied childten. The sale and 
purchase of war bonds and stamps by the entire school system have 
resulted in a record that is worthy of much praise, for during the 
past year the schools of Natick have purchased bonds and stamps to 
the amount of $57,863.83, an amount which proportionately far sur- 
passes many other school systems. The inauguration of new courses 
directly connected with the armed services, the general reorganiza- 
tion of subject matter, the availability and use of school buildings and 
accommodations, the reorganization of guidance procedure and help, 
particularly for those pupils in the upper grades, along with other 
mentioned activities surely is evidence that pupils, teachers, the 
entire school department is willing, able, and is taking a great part 
in aiding our country in its all-out war policy.

Americanization 


Classes in American Citizenship have been sponsored by the 
Natick School Department for many years in conjunction with the 
State Department of Education. The aim of this program is to teach 
adult foreign born to speak, read, and write English, and to prepare 
for citizenship. All foreign born men and women are invited to 
attend these classes, and even though an individual has become a 
naturalized citizen, he may come for advanced work. Every Monday 
evening, classes in citizenship are held at the Senior High School. 


The following statistics have been obtained as a result of class 
membership during the past year.

School Lunches 


At present there are three school lunch units serving the children 
of three of our elementary schools. These units, originally started 
under the Works Progress Administration, are now sponsored by the 
selectmen of the town with the aid of the federal government and 
under the supervision of the School Department and are located at 
the Felchville, East Natick, and West Natick Schools, whereas the 
cafeteria at the junior high school has been serving meals since the 
opening of the school in 1927 and in the senior high school lunches 
are served in a small lunch room. 


The meals that are served to the children of our town are Class 
“A” meals. The method of preparation, the quality of foods used, 
and the number of youngsters who are served lunches at a nominal 
fee is indicative of the value of this project. There are other schools 
in our educational system where many youngsters would benefit from 
such accommodations. The establishment of possibly two or three 
more such units is worthy of consideration. 


General 


During the past year many emergencies have arisen under the 
heading of maintenance, causing an expenditure of time and money 
previously unanticipated. The bursting of a section of a boiler, the 
necessity of building a new cesspool, the breaking of steam pipes, as 
well as various other emergencies have required immediate attention. 


Last winter an “oil burning boiler’ was converted to coal so that 
we now have ten of our eleven school buildings heated by means of 
coal and one heated by means of oil. So far we have been extremely 
fortunate in obtaining all the fuel, coal, oil, gas, and electrjcity that 
has been necessary, but we know not what the future holds in store. 
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There are many items of repair and general maintenance that should 
be taken care of immediately, but due to the scarcity and high cost 
of materials and labor, the department will ask for only those items. 
that are most essential. 


The enrollment in the elementary schools has increased, and 
undoubtedly it will be necessary to add a teacher to our staff next 
year in order to maintain the high standards that our schools have 
enjoyed in the past. Should the increase continue throughout our 
junior and senior high schools, gther changes may be necessary. 


Recently a committee representing the School Department was 
appointed, to work with other departments in the town relative to the 
planning of post-war projects. Again may I bring to your attention 
the advisability of replacing at least two, and possibly three, of our 
old elementary schools with a new up-to-date elementary building 
which would accommodate all pupils from those particular areas. 
The initial cost of such a building might seem unwarranted to some, 
but economy in the future is assured. These old buildings are now 
really unsuitable for elementary schools and compare in practically 
no favorable way with some of the modern elementary schools in 
other parts of our town and in many surrounding communities. 
Recreational facilities at the senior high school should be considered 
which would include an adequate modern gymnasium and assembly 
building with appropriate showers, locker rooms, proper seating 
capacity for various sporting events, as well as other necessary items. 
By purchasing the entire area of land enclosed by certain streets 
directly in back of the Senior High School, space for the parking of 
cars as well as space for the erection of a modern building, explained 
above, would be possible. This would also enable the department to 
establish a vocational or trade school with modern machines and 
other equipment in the basement of the Senior High School. Planned 
playgrounds and related activities for after-school play and recrea- 
tion during vacations or recess should receive careful thought. 


These are only a few of the many proposed changes and improve- 
ments that are worthy of consideration for long range post-war plan- 
ning. Surely careful planning for the entire town will be definitely 
constructive as well as economical and will aid our country in having 
beneficial work available when the emphasis on war materials and 
machines changes to the demands of a peacetime world. 


Conclusion 


We who are educators realize only too well the tremendous strain 
under which pupils, parents, and other members of our community 
and nation live in these troubled times. We realize how practically 
impossible it is not to have such mental strain affect in some way the 
lives of everyone and we who deal with youth have tended to make 
just provision. We again pledge ourselves to our country and to the 
education of youth, keeping in mind that future citizens not only must 
learn how to make a living but how to live. 


May I offer sincere appreciation to the school committee, the 
principals, supervisors, teachers, and other members of the school 
personnel for their assistance and cooperation in making the past 
year, 1943, a year of successful progress.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


The High School Building Committee appointed in 1941 submits 
‘the following as its final report. 


The new addition to the senior high school has been entirely 
completed and the original high school renovated so that the town 
of Natick now has a school building comparable with some of the 
better high school buildings in the surrounding towns and cities. 


The building consists of seventeen regular class rooms, a chem- 
istry laboratory, an office machines room, typewriting rooms, an art 
room, a sound proofed music room, a physics laboratory, a household 
arts room, a practical nursing room, a renovated boys’ locker and 
shower room, a girls’ locker and shower room, athletic rooms, includ- 
ing storage and drying rooms, offices, a study hall, a small cafeteria, 
a gymnasium, and an assembly hall. New lockers have been provided 
in the corridors so that each student may have adequate space for 
the storage of clothing and other personal belongings. New furni- 
ture has been installed in many of the classrooms. The inside walls 
of the building have been painted, ceilings have been whitened, wood- 

work has been varnished, classroom floors have been covered with a 
heavy linoleum, and a heavy composition tile floor has been laid in 
the main corridors. The new light fixtures give adequately dis- 
tributed light when necessary. Windows in the building have been 
weatherstripped. The original heating system with the addition of 
pipe and heating units for the new rooms has proved itself capable of 
caring for the entire school even in the coldest weather. During the 
past year items necessary for the final completion of this project 
which required special priority rating have been installed and the 
building is now a complete working unit. 


The committee wishes to again recommend that sometime in the 
near future, possibly as part of the town’s post-war planning program, 
enough land and buildings thereon in the rear of the high school be 
purchased so that a large modern auditorium, gymnasium, and park- 
ing space may be developed. The committee wishes to extend its 
appreciation to those concerns, companies, and individuals whose 
suggestions and advice have proved most valuable.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital herewith submit a 
report of the important activities of the Hospital for the year ended 
December 31, 1943. These seem to indicate a. marked degree of suc- 
cess in meeting the requirements incident to the care of the sick and 
injured people. 


The year has been a most active one and, due to prevailing con- 
ditions, it has been particularly hard to maintain the high standard 
previously established. War time conditions have deprived us of the 
services of many of our doctors, nurses, and employees, as noted in 
the Superintendent’s Report, and the future may require still further 
adjustments if all-out war continues. It is most reassuring to have 
the assistance of Dr. M. F. Burke and Dr. L. B. Rowe, both retired 
from the active Staff, who willingly accepted the request to return 
to active duty for the duration. 


The total number of patients admitted during the year was 1905, 
an increase of 85. The total number of births 397, or, 52 more than 
in 1942. The average stay in the Hospital per patient was ten days. 


The expense of caring for our patients has been kept down 
remarkably well. The average cost per day per patient was $6.70, a 
creditable figure accomplished by economies without curtailment of 
service to the patient. This record, in the face of the general rise 
in payroll and the commodity markets, is noteworthy and reflects 
efficient administration within the Hospital. 


Again the Hospital has been able to meet its expenses from 
income, due largely to the Chickering Fund and other Funds, as 
shown in the Treasurer’s Report. The kind forethought of these 
friends of the Hospital has made it possible to give those unfortunate 
enough to require hospitalization, the benefit of the best care and 
equipment at a price within their financial means. Decreased income 
from invested Funds is inevitable when interest rates are low and the 
problem of meeting running expenses under such conditions becomes 
harder each year. The full cooperation of all who use the Hospital 
facilities is essential for the maintenance of operating income. 


During the year the Hospital received a check for $1000 from the 
Estate of Henry A. Schuepfer to establish a Fund to be known as 
the Dr. Gertrude H. Lavelle Fund, in accordance with wishes 
expressed in his will. We are pleased to express our gratitude for 
this gift. 

To comply with the request of the Government, it was necessary 
to convert one oil-burning Boiler to coal use. An extensive survey 
of the heating system was made and a stoker type was installed at a 
cost of $3044.36. 


Necessary repair of the roof of the Maternity Wing was accom- 
plished at a relatively low cost by our own employees, who also have 
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economically maintained the buildings and equipment. We gratefully 
acknowledge the spirit and resourcefulness of the Hospital employees. 


On recommendation of the Executive Committee of the Staff, the

It is with sincere appreciation that the Trustees acknowledge the 
valued assistance and gifts of the Ladies’ Aid Association. Such 
dependable cooperation is most gratifying to the Board and most 
beneficial to the patients. 


The continued help given many families by the Catholic Woman’s 
Club in arranging tonsilectomieés in needy cases is most commendable, 
the expenses being shared equally by the Hospital and the Club. 


We cannot praise too highly the Nurses’ Aides, women volunteers 
who have successfully passed the Red Cross course and now are 
assisting daily at the Hospital. Their work has been invaluable dur- 
ing this critical shortage of nurses, and we want them to know that 
we fully appreciate their contribution, entailing as it does, personal 
inconvenience and sacrifice. Our deepest gratitude seems inadequate. 


The complete roster of the Staff appears on the previous pages. | 
We are proud of the service our doctors and nurses are giving in all 
parts of the world and prayerfully hope for their safe return soon. 


The Trustees appreciate deeply the services rendered by the 
Superintendent Miss Winnifred E. Cameron, and her able assistants ; 
and to the Consultants who have always been willing to assist in ward 
cases, sometimes at a great personal sacrifice. Our Visiting Staff, 
called on to do more than their share at this time has met the chal- 
lenge and responded magnificently. The Hospital is indebted to them 
for their fine service. 


Due to the splendid work of the Superintendent, the Staff, and 
the employees, the Trustees are proud that the standing of the Hos- 
pital is approved by all the recognized groups. 


The Trustees express their gratitude to the individuals and 
organizations mentioned in the Superintendent’s Report for the many 
kindnesses and generosities shown the Hospital throughout the year. 


The reports of the Treasurer and Superintendent follow and are 
to be considered a part of this report.

Another year has passed and we are still at war. The year has 
brought forth many changes and difficult experiences, but we have 
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been able to carry on and meet the many obstacles which have con- 
fronted us. 


I can think of no better time to express my personal thanks to 
the different organizations and individuals of Natick and neighboring 
towns for their sympathetic understanding and loyal cooperation in 
volunteering to give their service in the different departments of the 
hospital. Without their precious help we of the hospital personnel 
could not have functioned alone. 


Hospital Medical Staff 


The Active Medical Staff has provided the best of medical and 
surgical care for our patients during the year. 


Nine of our doctors from the Active Staff have gone into the 
Armed Forces and several more from the Courtesy Staff. 


The doctors remaining on the Active Staff have doubled up on 
their duties and this has added a great deal of extra work for them 
in the hospital as well as to their outside practice, due to the shortage 
of men in the medical profession. 


Dr. Michael Burke and Dr. Leonard B. Rowe volunteered to 
return to the Active Staff the past year to help out for the duration 
of the war. Both these doctors had previously given a number of 
years of faithful service to the hospital and we extend to them our 
heartfelt thanks for their continued interest and loyal cooperation. 


Nursing Service 
ie 
The nursing shortage has become very acute this past year. 


Since the beginning of the war twenty-three nurses employed 
here have entered the Armed Forces. Six of these were our own 
Leonard Morse Hospital graduates. 


We have been affiliated with the Household Nursing Attendant 
School of 222 Newbury Street, Boston, Massachusetts, since 1938, 
Unfortunately we have been unable to have any students since August 
of 1943 when our last class terminated its affiliation. This is due to 
a shortage of applicants to the central school. 


In September we accepted six licensed Nursing Attendants for 
a three-months basic course in hospital nursing technique. We hope 
more of these older attendants will be interested in this course. 


American Red Cross Volunteer Aides have been our only salva- 
tion since we have been unable to continue with our affiliation for 
Household Attendants. The first class was organized under the 
leadership of Mrs. Everett Ford and her committee and we gradu- 
ated twenty-four of these women early in October. Since then they 
have given faithfully of their time. Some are married with home 
responsibilities and others have office positions and we know’ they 
have had to make personal sacrifices at times in order to carry on 
their duties at the hospital. Their only recompense is the self satis- 
faction of knowing they have been of service to their hospital in 
helping care for the sick. These women have accepted their duties 
cheerfully and enthusiastically and have been most faithful in coming 
in on their scheduled hours and finding substitutes if for any reason 
they could not come themselves. Seven hundred seventy-seven and 
a half hours of volunteer service was given by these women in 
December. This is remarkable when we consider that about half of 
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the poss were ill with upper respiratory colds sometime during the 
mont 


We were most fortunate in securing Mrs. Evelyn Robinson as 
the Instructor for the Red Cross Volunteer Nurses’ Aides. Mrs. 
Robinson is well qualified to fill this position, She was a former 
Instructor in practical and theoretical nursing when the hospital had 
its training school. Mrs. Robinson has spent a great deal of time in 
making the course interesting for the Aides and her enthusiasm and 
personal interest has been reflected in the entire corps. We are 
hoping eventually to have one hundred Red Cross Volunteer Aides 
trained for service in our hospital and community. 


Several married graduate nurses have returned to active duty and 
these women also have made personal sacrifices in order to carry on 
their home duties and be of service to their hospital. We wish to 
thank them for their continued loyalty and cooperation in these 
critical days which are facing us. 


Our patients have been most considerate and there seems to be a 
mutual understanding between the patients and the hospital person- 
nel that we are trying to do everything for their comfort. They in 
turn are willing to accept any of the short cuts which might be neces- 
sary to make in order that some critically ill patient may have first 
consideration. Patients who have had special nurses have been will- 
ing to release their nurses to some other patient who needs special 
nursing care. If this friendly cooperation and sympathetic under- 
standing between patient and hospital personnel continue to exist, 
I am sure we need not worry about the future care of our sick. 


It seems appropriate at this time while on the subject of nursing 
service to give the names of our loyal nurses who have remained 
with us for a period of two or more years. 


Miss Dorothy Thornton, our capable Assistant Superintendent 
and Instructor from 1939 to 1943, resigned her position on November 
lst and was replaced by Miss Irene McCarthy. While we all regret 
Miss Thornton’s resignation, we feel Miss McCarthy is very well 
qualified for the position. She has held various executive positions 
since her graduation in 1930, and has spent two of her Summers at 
Columbia University. 

Miss Kathryn Ford, Night Supervisor, has been serving the hos- 
pital in this capacity for seven and a half years. 

Miss Elizabeth Carlson, Assistant Night Supervisor, has been 
with us two years. 

Miss Katherine Morse has been with us on the Obstetrical Floor 
as Floor Duty nurse, Assistant Supervisor and Supervisor since 1936, 
with the exception of a leave-of-absence to take an affiliation in 
Obstetrics at the Boston Lying In. The above three Supervisors 
have all post-graduated in Obstetrics. 

Miss Madeline Smellie, Assistant Supervisor, has been employed 
on the Obstetrical Floor as Floor Duty nurse, Nursery Nurse and 
Assistant Supervisor since 1940. 

Miss Mary Leahy and Mrs. Sophie Graham have held various 
staff positions throughout the hospital since 1940 and are now in 
charge of the Operating Rooms. 

I wish to personally thank these above young women for their 
continued loyal service to the hospital. 
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Dietary Department 


Miss Whittier, the Dietitian in this department has had her prob- 
lems during the past year. We have had a shortage of help and a 
rapid change-over in personnel due to higher wages elsewhere. How- 
ever, we have had public spirited citizens who have volunteered their 
services in this department. 


The Hospital Ladies’ Aid Emergency Committee gave its services 
at times throughout the year. The ladies helped making salads and 
individuals desserts, setting trays, washing dishes and in many other 
ways. The Girl Scouts have also helped after school hour and on 
weekends. Their duties are setting trays, washing dishes, running 
errands and doing other various tasks. Two High School boys, 
brothers, come in after school and weekends to help in the electrical 
dish washing room and in the main kitchen. We rely on these boys 
and the Girl Scouts to help us on Saturdays and Sundays. On the 
weekends that they can come in we plan to give our permanent per- 
sonnel their days off. 

Late this past year the Odd Fellows Organization wanted to be 
of service to the hospital. Each Monday night two or three members 
come to the Dietary Department and do whatever duties are assigned 
to them, such as: cleaning storerooms, refrigerators, windows, etc. 
These are all duties which must be done and the most appropriate 
hours for extra duties of this kind are in the evening when the 
dietary personnel is not working. 

To all these above volunteers we wish to extend our thanks for 
their interest and continued services. 

Food rationing has added extra duties for the Dietitian. Our 
local Rationing Board has been most understanding and considerate 
and we wish to thank them for their prompt attention to our needs 
as they have arisen. 

We were fortunate in obtaining two pieces of equipment for our 
main kitchen which has helped to lighten the load in these busy days. 
One is a slicer for meat, cheese and bread. The second is a vegetable 
cutter and dicer. These replace former hand labor. 


Record Room and Business Office 


Miss Anne Hamilton, our former Record Librarian, resigned her 
position in September to accept a position in another state. Miss 
Hamilton was our Assistant Record Librarian for five years and Head 
Record Librarian for one year. She was replaced by Miss Verna 
- Hodgson, previously her Assistant, and Miss Hodgson’s former posi- 
tion was filled by Miss Anne McCarty. These three young ladies 
are graduates of Natick High School. 

The personnel in the Business Office remains unchanged. Mrs. 
Mary Dunn serves efficiently in the capacity of Credit Manager and 
Miss Mary Latour as Bookkeeper. 


X-Ray and Laboratory Department 


The past year has seen no change in this department. Dr. Reu- 
ben Z. Schulz, our visiting Pathologist, has given faithfully of his 
time both in the Laboratory and in attending the monthly Staff 
Meetings. Dr. Schulz is visiting pathologist in a number of hospitals 
as well as a member of the teaching staff at Harvard Medical School. 
He has lost a number of his Assistants and has had to perform many 
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Dr. Robert Vance, our visiting Roentgenologist, has also been 
most faithful in his daily visits to our X-Ray Department. Dr. Vance 
has several hospitals to cover and like Dr. Schulzis performing extra 
duties as some of his assistants have gone into the Armed Forces 
also. To these two doctors we wish to express our grateful thanks 
for their loyalty and interest in their respective departments. 


Miss Dorothy Burke, Chief X-Ray and Laboratory Technician, 
has been with us five years and Miss Margaret Glencross, her Assist- 
ant, has been here one and a hdlf years. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing these two departments function without any changes in personnel. 
The work for the year is summed up in the Statistical Report. 


Maintenance and Repairs 


We have been most fortunate in this department in being able 
to maintain our entire personnel. The men in this department are 
over the draft age and have carried on the work very much as in the 
past. 


We have been able to keep up on all maintenance and repairs. 
Frequent inspections are made of all equipment to keep things in 
good working order for the duration of the war as new equipment 
in many cases is not available. 


The entire Dietary Department has been painted and the Doc- 
tors’ Staff Room and Laboratory too. There were several rooms in 
the Nurses’ Home redecorated and several cabinets were built and 
installed in different departments of the hospital. 


One of our two boilers was changed over to a coal burner with 
an automatic stoker. Our own men built the coal shed. 


A new gravel roof was laid over Pavilion. This was done by an 
outside firm, but with this exception all other work has been done by 
our own personnel. This results in quite a yearly saving to the 
hospital. 


Blue Cross 


During the past year an increase was noticed in the number of 
Associated Hospital Service cases. Four hundred sixty seven of our 
patients were Blue Cross. That is approximately 31% as compared 
to 21% of a year ago. The Blue Cross plan enables one to protect 
himself and his family against the burden of unexpected hospital 
bills. Information on this non-profit organization, the “Blue Cross,” 
and too, the “Blue Shield’ may be obtained by contacting the hos- 
pital in person or writing us for this information. 


Leonard Morse Hospital Ladies’ Aid Association 


The Hospital Ladies’ Aid Association had a very successful year 
under the leadership of its President, Mrs. Thomas F. Quinn. 


It is indeed a pleasure to have the opportunity to work with such 
a group of women who have united themselves together in the inter- 
est of their hospital. The Superintendent appreciates their loyal 
cooperation and generous donations. The yearly report of the asso- 
ciation will be recorded elsewhere in the Annual Report. 


Catholic Women’s Club 


The Catholic Women’s Club still sponsor yearly the Tonsil and 
Adenoid Clinic. The Community is deeply indebted to the club for 
its fine charitable work. 
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Organizations 


The Churches and Organizations of Natick and neighboring 
towns have helped in many ways throughout the year. The Clergy 
were most faithful in their attendance upon the spiritual welfare of 
the patients of their respective faiths. The clergy also have made 
various announcements and appeals in their churches on behalf of 
the hospital and I personally wish to thank them all for their BuO P Ss 
ation and active interest in our institution. 


The local newspapers have been most generous in giving space 
for hospital publicity, which we greatly appreciate. All druggists 
have been most helpful in securing emergency drugs and delivering 
them day or night. The local Firemen have been on Ambulance Call 
for the hospital twenty-four hours a day. Two hundred and five 
calls were made in 1943. We wish to thank these men for their aid 
and cooperation. 


Gifts and Donations are listed elsewhere in this Annual Report. 
We are grateful to all our friends and supporters who have assisted 
us in so many ways during this past year. 


With my sincere personal thanks to the Board of Trustees, our 
Active Medical Staff, and my own hospital personnel for their help 
in the year past, I respectfully close this report.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the twenty-third annual report of the Com- 
missioners. 


We wish to express our most sincere tribute to our employees 
who have so patriotically joined the Armed Forces and trust that 
they will soon return to us. For the past few years, owing to the 
very rigid regulations enforced by the War Department, the Water, 
Sewer and Highway Divisions of this Department have been very 
hard hit, especially the Highway Division as much necessary recon- 
struction and maintenance work had to be curtailed. 


If this condition continues for a year or two longer it will require 
a large amount of money to do the work that has of necessity been 
postponed due to war conditions and Federal Regulations regarding 
critical materials. 


We would suggest that a study be made of this condition and 
also as to the advisability of appropriating money for future work 
of this nature. In so doing it will have a tendency to keep the tax 
rate on a more even basis from year to year and will also provide 
employment for the service men during the post war period when 
they return once more to civil life. The retirement of some of our 
employees and others entering the military service has depleted the 
personnel of this Department to a mere skeleton especially in the 
Highway Division and our working force now consists of truck 
drivers, equipment operators and several key men or sub foremen. 


As it becomes necessary to employ additional help for such work 
as drainage, grading, cement work, oiling highways, removal of snow 
and ice and sanding snow and ice covered highways, each section of 
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which is taken over and carried on by one of the key men or sub 
foremen or Superintendent. 

In employing the extra help required we try to select men that 
have had the proper experience in the work to be done as a large 
part of the work is more or less hazardous and dangerous. 

Under the above conditions we have been able to take care of 
the most essential work in connection with the Department. 


Sewer Treatment Plant: 


We have recently placed in our Sewage Treatment Plant modern 
laboratory equipment which will enable the plant operator to make 
the necessary tests for the satisfactory control of the sewage mat- 
ters entering the plant and will enable him to detect any matter 
which is injurious to the sewerage system and also to determine that 
the effluent is as nearly pure as possible after it has passed through 
the plant.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


We submit the following report of activities for the year 1943: 


Advertised for bids for the printing of the Town Report. 
Suburban Press was awarded the contract as they were the only 
bidders. Fourteen hundred twenty-five copies were ordered at the 
following page price: tabular, $3.55 per page; regular, $2.87 per page. 


Signed revenue notes No. 1159-1166 for the sum of $200,000 
payable November 5, 1943. 


Lyman Brown was-appointed Forest Warden for 1943. 


The Selectmen presented the “Post Cane” to William H. Kane, 
15 Lake Street, he being over 90 years of age. 


Granted Republican Town Committee the use of the High School 
Gymnasium and the Democratic Town Committee the use of the 
High School Auditorium for their annual Caucus. 


Patrolman Patrick E. Whalen granted retirement from his duties 
as Police Officer on recommendation of three Natick doctors. 


Set date of March 9, 1943 for Special Town Meeting to act on 
ten articles presented by the Planning Board which were received 
too late for the Annual Town Meeting. 


Signed warrant for Annual Town Meeting. 


A hearing was held on petition of residents of East Natick in 
regard to better bus service on route of Boston & Worcester & New 
York Street R. R. Co. and on petition for the erection of a shelter 
for patrons. 


Signed warrant for Special Town Meeting of March 9. 


J. Newlin Bowers requested to be retired from his duties at the 
Public Works Department because of disability. The request was 
unanimously granted as of April 1, 1943. He was faithful employee, 
a credit to himself and to the Town of Natick. 


Alfred Murray appointed Supervisor of Surplus Clothing and 
Food. 


Granted Patrolman Joseph H. Kelly an extension of six months 
on his leave of absence that he may continue to instruct Aviation 
Cadets at Stamford, Texas. 


The newly elected Board of Selectmen, C. Ray Bennett, George 
H. Heinlein and George A. Casavant, organized as follows: C. Ray 
Bennett, Chairman; George Heinlein, Clesk; Thomas Shea, Secretary 
to the Board. 


Received Town Treasurer Walter D. Leavitt's hod for the 
amount of $48,100. 


Robert S. Corrigan unanimously appointed Town Counsel. 
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Wilber C. Parcells unanimously appointed Disbursing and Burial 
Officer. 


Patrick A. Whalen appointed Local Moth Superintendent. 
William J. Shea appointed Permanent Patrolman. 


Appointed Edward P. Clarke Post No. 107, A. L., to position of 
Memorial Day Supervisors, this at the request of United Spanish War 
Veterans who had held the position for many years. 


Fred J. Wigglesworth was appointed Graves Registration Officer 
for the town. 


The Board voted to call a Special Town Meeting April 13, 1943. 
Thomas A. Doyle appointed Animal Inspector for ensuing year. 


Harry E. Cyphers, 36 Water Street, South Natick, appointed Dog 
Officer for 1943. 


Signed revenue notes No. 1167 - 1169 for $125,000 payable Novem- 
ber 5, 1943. 


With regret the Board of Selectmen accepted the resignation of 
Arthur C. Leavitt, Chairman War Savings Committee, due to his 
enlistment in the U. S. Navy. Arthur C. Leavitt granted leave of 
absence from his position as Agent for W.P.A and other agencies. 
Mr. Leavitt had been Town Agent for the past nine years, discharg- 
ing his duties with credit to himself and to the Town. Our loss is 
the Navy’s gain. 


A letter was received from Chief Thomas P. Evans temporarily 
suspending Patrolman James P. Farrell as a matter of police dis- 
cipline. At Patrolman Farrell’s request a public hearing was held in 
the Selectmen’s Rooms, April 20, 1943, relative to charges of dis- 
obedience of order and absence without leave on April 13, 1943. After 
a lengthy hearing the matter was taken under advisement.

Officers. 
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_ In accordance with the vote of Special Town Meeting of April 
13, 1943, bids were received for collection of rubbish from private 
dwellings. Mr. William E. Murray was awarded the contract, his bid 
being the lowest, $2990, from July 1 to December 31, 1943. 


The following appointments were made: Pound Keeper, C. Ray 
Bennett; Field Driver, J. Gordon Stevens; Lockup Keeper, Thomas 
P. Evans; military substitute for Patrolman Ray Tanner, Thomas H. 
Evans.

Signed revenue notes No. 1174-1177 for $100,000 payable Janu- 
ary 21, 1944. 


Issued warrant to Dog Officer Harry H. Cyphers to kill or cause 
to be killed all unlicensed dogs in Natick. 


Mr. F. C. Keniston, Chairman of Safety Committee, together 
with Mr. T. Raymond of Victory Garden Committee appeared before 
the Board with a request for necessary funds to set up a canning 
project. The amount asked for was $500. The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 


Special meeting was held in regard to advisability of renewal of 
War Damage Insurance. Voted sum of $1638 for same. 

Granted American Legion permission to hold Street Fair, pro- 
ceeds to be turned over to Bank Book Fund for Servicemen and 
women. 


Received Tax Collector John J. Ahern’s bond for 1943. 


A delegation from South Natick attended Selectmen’s meeting 
demanding half hour bus service on South Natick line be restored.
